A new type of flexible air duct, made possible by the

The fabric, Asbeston, a product of the textile 
division of the United States Rubber Co., is flame-resist- 
ant, underwriters’ grade asbestos cloth (at least 80 per 
cent asbestos fibres), protected by laminated polyester- 
reinforced aluminum foil that serves as a moisture and 


vapor barrier. The metal is electro-galvanized steel spiral.
